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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of Group II (readable on claims 6 through 
1 1) in the reply filed on April 26, 2010 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 through 5 are hereby withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention of Group I, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 26, 2010. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings filed on May 30, 2006 are objected to because of their generally poor line quality 
and hand-written reference characters (at least some of which are difficult to read if not illegible, with at 
least the sevens being indistinguishable from the ones and the fives being indistinguishable from the letter 
"S", for example). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing 
sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
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examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, (a) the temperature sensor system and (b) electronic 
control unit coupled to the temperature sensor system must be shown or the features canceled from the 
claims. Note that the a plurality of temperature sensors 24 IS shown in the drawings, but the temperature 
sensor system and the electronic control unit attached thereto are NOT shown. No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they do not 
include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: reference character 26 cited on at 
least page 5 of the specification and corresponding to the electronic control unit as described in the 
specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to the 
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Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the 
top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it does not avoid legal phraseology normally 
reserved for claims (i.e., "means") and because it fails to summarize the salient elements of the elected 
invention which is drawn to an apparatus as required. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

8. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and should 
include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a basic nature, the 
entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be directed to the entire 
disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or 
composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, 
particularly those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new 
technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of 
example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the invention and 
should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

9. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length 
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since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form 
and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for 
consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 
should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure 
defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 6 through 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The limitation "the cabin zone" [claim 6, line 6] does not have proper antecedent basis in the 
claims, because the only previous reference to a cabin zone is a limitation reciting "a plurality of cabin 
zones" in line 2 of the claim. It is furthermore not clear whether the limitation "the cabin zone" is 
intended to refer to one of the cabin zones in the previously recited "plurality of cabin zones" (and, if so, 
it is not clear to which one) or to refer a different previously unspecified cabin zone. This renders base 
claim 6 and all claims depending therefrom indefinite with regard to the metes and bounds of protection 
sought thereby. 

Similarly, there is insufficient antecedent basis in the claims for the limitation "the plurality of 
individual temperature values for the selected cabin zone" as recited in lines 10-11 of claim 6. 

Also, in 4 of claim 7, it is not clear whether the limitation "a cabin zone" is or is not intended to 
refer back to one of the previously recited "plurality of cabin zones" (and, again, if so, it is again not clear 
to which one) or to refer to a different previously unspecified cabin zone. This further renders claim 7 and 
all claims depending therefrom indefinite with regard to the metes and bounds of protection sought. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
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12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

13. As best can be understood in view of the indefiniteness of the claims, claims 6 through 1 1 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fischer et al. 

Fischer et al. discloses a passenger aircraft 1 essentially as claimed, including, for example: a 
cabin IB subdivided into a plurality of cabin zones 2, 3, and 4 supplied with feed air via respective supply 
lines 1 1 through 16; a temperature sensor system including a plurality of discrete temperature sensors 18 
to 20 arranged within cabin IB (i.e., "a cabin zone") and also sensors 35 through 40 disposed in the 
respective zone supply lines 1 1 through 16 spaced from each other along a lengthwise direction of the 
various zones 2, 3, and 4 and/or the cabin IB as shown in Figure 1; an electronic control unit 41 and/or 49 
as shown in Figure 4 configured to derive measured ambient temperature values from sensors 1 8 through 
20 and from sensors 35 through 40 and to control the feed air temperature supplied to the various zones 2, 
3, and 4 based on a difference between the measured ambient temperature value and a room temperature 
target value (i.e., the desired temperature for each zone 2, 3, or 4-see column 5, lines 10-39]. 

The reference thus reads on the claims.
